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MESSAGE OF THE SECRETARY 


This issue of the bulletin is given over especially to the list 
of members and of fellows in accordance with the vote of the 
Academy at its last meeting. 

The secretary desires, as soon as is convenient, information 
about any errors in the list. It is requested that any correction 
be sent on a postcard which can easily be filed and handled 
most conveniently. 

It seems hardly possible that the present list can be without 
a number of errors. During the last few years it has been exceed- 
ingly difficult to keep addresses up-to-date. There have been 
as many as three changes for a single address and there have 
been a considerable number of minor changes requested. 

The present list includes the newly elected 1947 members 
and old members who have paid dues within the limits required 
by the constitution. The names which have been dropped from 
the list have been on account of failure to pay dues, removal 
from the state and request to drop, and from one member who 
remains in the state but requested that his name be dropped; 
a few names are missing on account of death. 

It is expected that some individuals that have been recom- 
mended for membership and elected will send belated initiation 
fee and dues before the end of the year. They will be addd to 
our list of mmbers, but will not be a part of our official mem- 
bers as of June 1947. This is the list which is reported to the 
national secretary of the A.A.A.S. The Academy receives re- 
funds for all those members who have paid their dues and are 
also members of the A.A.A.S. This money is kept for the pur- 
poses of research for which any member of the Academy may 
make application. 

This bulletin carries the names of the new officers for 1947. 


For the information of members the following action was 
taken at the last business meeting of the Academy. It was voted 
to spgrers the amendment as indicated in the ballot. The new 


amendment to the constitution is as follows: 


“Article 6 to be made Article 7. Article 6 to be new as 
follows: Authorization for acceptance and administration of 
funds for research. 

Section 1. The Academy of Science is authorized to accept 
gifts from interested parties, firms, or corporations, either 
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for general funds for research, or for special projects desig- 
nated by the donor. 

Section 2. These amounts are to be accepted, held and ad- 
ministered by the Executive Council of the Georgia Academy, 
it being their obligation to designate the most efficient utili- 
zation for such funds for the advancement of science in Georgia.”’ 


Mr. Alvin McLendon reported for the Georgia Junior Acad- 
emy of Science. The work of his committee was highly recom- 
mended and it was thought that they had accomplished even 
more than might have been expected in the organization of the 
Junior Academy. Some funds of the Academy have been 
necessarily used to help in the first years of the Junior Academy 
but the latter will be self-sustaining when it is a little older. 

The meeting of the Junior Academy with the Georgia Acad- 
emy was most satisfactory and added much to the interest of 
our last annual meeting. There were in attendance about one 
hundred. The 5 tm presented were excellent and it is believed 
that the Junior Academy has made a good start. 


It was recommended that six of the top winning high school 
students in the Science contest each year should be invited 
to be the honor guests of the Georgia Academy of Science at 


their annual meetings. 

A special committee of three has been appointed to stud 
the problem of membership and fellowship in all its detai 
and to bring in a recommendation at the next meeting of the 
Executive Council. 

The first application for the affiliation of a special group with 
the Academy was considered and the following action taken: 

The Georgia Psychological Association having applied for 
affiliation with the Georgia Academy of Science, it was the 
expressed judgment of the Executive Council that the G.P.A. 
should be accepted as affiliated with the Academy and that steps 
be taken to modify the constitution in order to permit such 
affiliation. A committee was appointed to discuss and plan pro- 
visions and details for affiliation of scientific groups with the 
Georgia Academy.
